NOVEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $5.42 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  in  November  1966  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $5.42 
per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differential  of 
8.1  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  also  subject  to  a 4 cents  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction  to  nonmembers,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and 
location  differentials. 

The  $5.42  price  for  November  1966  is  3 cents  under  the  October  price,  but 
69  cents  above  the  November  1965  price.  The  $5.42  blend  price  includes  about 
24  cents  derived  from  funds  paid  into  the  pool  by  handlers  on  May  and  June 
deliveries  under  the  "Louisville  Plan". 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

There  were  820  approved  producers  who  shipped  22,218,488  pounds  of  milk  to 
the  Fort  Wayne  market  during  November  1966  of  which  16,651,347  pounds  or  74.9% 
was  utilized  in  Class  I by  13  pooled  handlers.  Class  I utilization  was  up  2.5% 
from  October.  On  a volume  basis,  production  was  down  4.8%  and  Class  I utilization 
of  producer  milk  was  down  1.5%  from  October  1966. 

AMENDMENT  TO  THE  FORT  WAYNE  ORDER 

An  amendment  to  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  effective  December  1,  1966  provided 
that  in  computing  the  Class  I price,  the  basic  formula  price  for  December  1966  and 
January  and  February  1967  shall  not  be  less  than  $4.26;  for  March  and  April  1967, 
not  less  than  $4.15  and  for  May,  June  and  July  1967  not  less  than  $4.05. 

DECEMBER  CLASS  I PRICE  $5.46 

The  effective  basic  formula  price,  as  established  by  the  amendment  to  §1047.50 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  of  $4.26  was  Increased  by  the  standard  differential  of  $1.20 
to  establish  the  December  Class  I price  of  $5.46.  This  price  of  $5.46  is  10  cents 
less  than  the  November  1966  Class  I price.  This  December  price  was  neither  increased 
nor  decreased  by  a supply-demand  adjustment.
